Major Tom Bridges, of the 4th Dragoon 
Guards, had been sent into St. Quentin on 
Friday afternoon. to see if more stragglers 
could be found.

HOUSTON CHAMBERLAIN’S 
REVELATIONS. 


It is not often that we'find an article in the 
German Press on the ' Kriegsziel’’—that is 
to say, the object for which fhe German Go- 
vernment declares that it is fighting, or the 
terms of which it would lke to impose. 
But the Censor has passed an article in the 
Disseldorfer General” Anzei by that 
notorious renegade Houston wart Cham- 
berlain, which is rently. inspired by his 


representing the mind of the military chiefs 
and the German Government, for Chamberlain 
boasts of his intimate friendship with all the 
leading mex in Germany, the Kaiser included. 
Germany s object, he tells us, is to impose a 
German peace on the world. And her idea of 
ce is ‘>to control the future destiny of the 
: .” “Phe death of our German 
' writes Herr Chamberlain, “ can only 
be atoned for by a victory which shall give us 
the right of lordship over our enemies.’ 
The world is apparently so stupid and lost. 
to the sense of what is good for it that it con- 
tinues to fight against this idea of a German 
peace. But “it will be taught in time.” 


FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 


Herr Chamberlain then proceeds to discuss 
the manner in- which Germany proposes jo 
deal with her enemies. He takes the case of 
France first :— 

““ As regards France the solution is simple. 
If the French were not mad, if they did not. 
allow themseilves to be used as the slaves of 
Russia and England, I do not know that there 
would be any ground for a quarrel with them. 
But since they are mad at’ present they mnst 
be treated as mad. Germany must once fer 
all be protected against their attacks, and also 
against the use of millions of wild negroes 
for her armies. We have the power and must 
use it. The diplomats must not, ds in 1870, 
stand in the way of the General Staff. 

‘The horizon is more threatening as we 
turn to Russia. Here we have to do with 
blind destructive natural forces. Treaties and 
arguments are as little-use with regard to 
Russia as against torrents and the portents of 
nature. Here we have not only to think of 

ace, but of the existence of a civilised 
Rostine. And for this reason we must erect 
for Germany and her Allies, for all time, a 
wall of protection from North to South. If 
we do not do what is necessary, Germany in 
a hundred, perhaps in fifty, years will be ut- 
terly lost. ' 


THE TERMS FOR ENGLAND. 


‘It is not easy for the German to have a 
clear idea of England. The nation may be 
compared in its ignorance to the Russians. 
The lack of education in the upper classes 
defies all description. On the other hand, 
their character is extraordinarily developed 
in sharp contract to the Rugsians; they pos- 
sess a bold self-confidence, the desire of self- 
mastery, and aim at bringing their wills into 
subjection by a tour de force. -The English 
possess the wonderful art of drawing strength 
even from their limitations; hence their 
rooted reliance on themselves: We see at pre- 
sent where a nation can go by this misguided 
use of these gifts. But their strength is still 
there, their activities cover the surface of the 
world. 

“There is only one means of bringing them 
to book. They must be opposed by another 
nation’s strength of will, an all-powerful 
strength which shall meet the English at 
every point and bring them to their knees. 
The Englishman has the greatest contempt for 
the activities of other people. And as he has 
no idea of the value of the purely moral con- 
siderations he must be taught by what he can 
feel. England, however, knew so well how to 
estimate the progress of Germany in technique, 
industry, and trade, that she saw mo help for 
herself except by the complete destruction of 
her neighbour. 

“If I had a mind to make,a bitter joke of 
the matter I should say that England is mak- 
ing war on Germany because she has such a 
high regard for her. The English are iealous. 
They hate and fear a tival. Not without jus- 
tice is the Englishman accustomed to consider 
himself the master of the world. This feelin 
does not rest—not in the first place, at all 
events—on the number of square miles or the 
millions of people that recognise the English 
overlordship ; it is based far more on the con- 
sciousness of inner strength, on the power of 
will, which have made it possible for a small 
island folk to subdue a third of the entire 
world 


A TRIBUTE TO ENGLISH SPIRIT. 


“ Even the English Fleet is small in com- 
is with the Empire which they possess. 

his power of Britannia has grown out of her 
inner strength, from the grasp and nower to 
hold, from her will, from her industry and 
bold daring that recks no consequences. The 
English shrink from no cruelty or immorality, 
but shrink also from no deed of daring or any 
form of death. England owes everything to 
its daring. Young men a little over twenty 
have been appointed advisers of Asiatic 
princes, and, surrounded by hate and mur- 
derous instincts, have alone, amid millions of 
coloured people, ruled whole kingdoms and 
ae them little by little under English 
rule. 

“I give this merely as a proof and an 
example of their spirit. Orie may think what 
one likes about this world-power of the He 
lish—I hold it to be contrary to the good<of 
the world—but one thing is certain—only a: 
mightier development of the same power to 
conquer could exercise control over the un- 
heard-of development of this world power.” 

err Chamberlain, with the zeal of the per- 
vert, is more Germar than the Germans, for 
he proceeds to scold his adopted countrymen 
on their lack of will power and their fears for 
the future. Unless England can be utter! 
humiliated, he conceives that the war will 
have been fought, in-vain. 

In fifty or a hundred years Herr Chamber- 
lain predicts that Germany will be the 
postion Power in the world. She will then . 

eep the peace (her peace) and impose it on 
other nations. England is to occupy a second 
place as a sort of vassal of Germany, and in 
time she will in her own interests become the 
friend of Germany.

Towards the 
extra supply ultimately necessary in normal 
years the White Nile Reservoir would pro- 
bably contribute an effective storage of 
3,000,000,000 cubic metres. More water 
might be obtained from works on the Blue 
Nile, and the training of the river in the 
sudd region and regulation of one or more 
of the Great Lakes might complete the work, 

‘IN THE SUDD REGION. 

The sudd region‘ is the area of swamp 
commencing soon aftér the junction of the' 
Sobat with the White Nile and extending 
southwards some 200 miles. These swamps 
seem to act as a huge natural reservoir, and 
in some years probably give out during the 
low stage of the river more water than enters 
them. At one time, before the more accurate 
data of recent years were available, it ap- 
peared reasonable to imagine that the cutting 
of a canal alongside this region or the train- 
ing of one of the main river channels pass- 
ing through it would enable all the summer 
water to flow down ‘which could possibly be 
required, and so relieve Egypt from de- 
pendence on the variable supply of different 
rears. But it has been found that irregu- 
farities in volume occur on the other side 
of the sudd to an even greater extent than 
on the side of it towards Egypt. Regulation 
of the river above that region could, however, 
be secured by the building of a small dam 
at the exit from Lake Albert, which would 
have enormous capacity as a storage reser- 
voir, and such work, coupled, perhaps, with 
other lake works and assi by comple 
mentary undertakings in the sudd region 
and by the various works proposed for earlier 
construction elsewhere, would ensure suffi- 
cient water to meet the ultimate uire- 
ments of Egypt úmder the fullest cultiva- 
tion.

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WORK IN THE SUDAN. 


In the Sudan the Irrigation Service in ten 
years of survey and experiment have estab- 


‘lished with some accuracy the relations be- 


tween the irrigation of Egypt and the pro- 
posed work in the Sudan. Attempts are 
being made to use the Gash and Baraka 
torrents to irrigate the remote districts of 
Kassala, east of Atbara, and Tokar, near 
the Red Sea. Work has been commenced 
on the Blue Nile weir at Sennar. — Between 
Khartoum and the limits of the equatorial 
forest, where the region of abundant rain is 
entered, lies the district of Gezira, which it 
is proposed to bring under cotton cultivation. 
The Gezira region has only with irregular 
rainfall sufficient to bring a fraction of the 
area under grain cultivation. An experi- 
mental pumping station at Wad Medani, a 
weir on the Blue Nile, will raise the water 
to a starting level, and canals will then 
conduct water to the ground to be irrigated. 
The cost of the weir at Sennar, 180 miles 
from Khartoum, is estimated at £1,420.000, 
and with the canals it will ultimately serve 
an area of 2,000,000 fedans. Preparations 
hy now been made’ for damming the White 
Nile.

President Wilson’s Demand. 


Officially nothing further is so far vouch- 
safed by the Washington Government than 
that President Wilson has decided upon 
his course of action towards Germany, and | 
that the country will be told later in what | 
his decision consists. Unofficially, however— 
and there is no other capital in the world 
where unofficial people, such as newspaper 
correspondents, have readier access to 
official information than at Washington-~ 
a remarkable consensus of opinion defines 
its character. The Note to Berlin, the 
final draft of which was approved by the 
Cabinet on Friday, makes, it is stated, 
three demands upon Germany. It de 
mands in the first place punishment of the 
submarine commanders respohsible for the 
attacks on the Sussex and other steamers 
without warning ; in the next place, a full 
und satisfactory indemnity; and, finally, 
guarantees for the future conduct of uner- 
sea warfare. These demands are made 
under penalty of an immediate rupture of 
diplomatic relations-- The despatch of 
such an ultimatum—for a Note in these 
terms is nothing less—would bring the 
issue between the United States and Ger- 
many to an.immediate crisis of the utmost 
gravity. It would force Germany at once 
to choose either a humiliating surrender 
or a rupture with the United States. li 
the terms of the Note are correctly stated, 
President Wilson is determined to compel 
her to the choice, and to permit no further 
opportunity for evasion and delay. The 
first demand that the Note is reported 
t make upon her differentiates it 
from all earlier communications ‘that have 
passed between Washington and Berlin. 
Germany has offered before now to give 
“a full and satisfactory indemnity’’ for 
her misconduct. She has displayed an 
equal readiness to furnish “ guarantees” 
that her misconduct will not be repeated. 
Nobody knows better than Mr. Wilson that 
“ guarantees”’ of any kind are utterly 
worthless, and that, while he restricted his 
demands to them, he merely offered oppor- 
tunities for interminable and futile 
Negotiation, But the concrete demand for 
the punishment of the submarine com- 
Manders responsible for the attacks with- 
Sut warning on the Sussex and other 
vessels would introduce into the situation 
an entirely new element. It would make it 
extremely difficult, if not impossible, for 
Germany to mend her hand, even if, being 
convinced at last, as at present she is not, 
that President Wilson “ means business, ' 
she desired to do so. The German Govern- 
im formally denied to Washington 
that the Sussex was torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine. If, therefore, it accepted 
an American demand for the punishment 
of the commander whose alleged effort to 
establish an alibi by his pencil it has 
solemnly presented as proof of innocence, it 
would do more than submit to a diplomatic 
defeat morally disastrous : it would confess 
iteelf a liar before the whole world. - The 
whole world may already have come to 
that opinion about the German Govern- 
ment; but for that Government to endorse 
guch an opinion with its own hand is a 
proceeding which our experience of its 
character does not permit us to contem- 
plate. A demand upon Germany for the 
punishment of the submarine commander 
who torpedoed the Sussex must almost in- 
evitably be refused ; and, if its acceptance 
is the condition of the maintenance of 
diplomatic relations, upon its refusal a 
 upture must follow. President Wilson's 
speech at Washington on Friday, when he 
asked the nation: “ Are you ready for the 
test?” suggests that he is resolutely facing 
the prospect of a rupture with Germany. 
He asked whether Americans were ready t) 
“go in where the interests of the United 
‘States were coincident with the .interests 
of humanity, and had the courage to with- 
draw when the interests of humanity had 
heen conserved. The first part of the ques- 
tion is interpreted as referring to the Ger- 
man situation, the second to the possibility 
of a withdrawal from Mexico. That such 
a withdrawal should be contemplated is 
‘evidence of the extreme gravity of the 
crisis with Germany.

scope, if that is at all necessary in the 
opinion of the competent military authori- 
ties. 

After recent events one is a little chary 
of drawing any definite inferences from 
the news regarding Verdun. A week ago 
my remark that the German offensive 
seemed to be “petering out” was imme- 
diately followed by its renewal in the most 
violent form. Once bit, twice shy. I 
may, however, note the striking discrep- 
ancy between the French and German 
communiqués this afternoon. ' The latter 
speaks of French assaults upon ' our posi- 
tions on Dead Man Hill” breaking down 
with heavy losses... The former says that 
there was no infantry action in the Verdun 
region last night of any kind. Similarly 
the German report speaks of a British at-

On the report stage of the Finance Bill 
Mr. McKenna will move a new sub-section 
to the clause dealing with the amusements 
tax.

A statement issued by the National War 
Savings Committee concerning the sale of 
Exchequer Bonds and war savings certifi- 
cates shows what the small investor is 
doing to assist the nation in financing the 
war. During the fortnight ending Sth 
April 53,000 applications were made for 
Bonds at the various Post Offices in the 
Kingdom, and the total number of applica- 
tions up to that date was 496,000, repre- 
senting £16,600,000 of purchase money. 
For the fortnight ending 8th April there 
were 553,305 applications for war savings 
certificates, and the total number of such 
applications up to the latter date was 
1,962,669. 

It is rather surprising to learn that the 
police have given permission for the hold- 
ing of a “stop the war’’ demonstration in 
Trafalgar square on Easter Sunday. Last 
Sunday's demonstration for the same ob- 
ject in the square was an utter failure, and 
it is probable that the bigger demonstra- 
tion to take place on Easter Sunday will 
also be a failure, though considerable re- 
sponsibility will rest upon the Government 
for the maintenance of peace and order. 
Ten Pacifist Societies are to join together 
for this demonstration, and all the cranks 
in London will be present. A resolution 
calling upon the Government to stop the 
war with a view to making a righteous and 
honourable peace will be proposed. 

The difficulty in getting any quantity of 
coal delivered in outer London grows 
greater day by day. Coal merchants will 
now only book orders on the conditions 
that delivery is made when convenient to 
them, and the householder has to accept 
these terms.
